The subject then being up for re­ 
marks, one of tho warmest council- 
manic debates ever listened to was 
instituted.

thought it perfectly lawful to take the 
desired action, and lf it were not law­ 
ful, steps should be taken to make it 
so. City Solicitor McGarry was asked 
for ii is opinion. He stated that upon 
i previous occasion he had explained 
the law on that point to council and 
they would well remember that he 
gavo notification of its legality. 
"The law,” he said, “states that the 
salary of a city official cannot be in­ 
creased or decreased when he is serv­ 
ing his term of office, and as Mr.

Review of 
Work of Seventy- 
fifth General Assembly. 


INNOVATION 
IN 
TAXATION. 


Administration’s Scheme to Readjust 
Burdens on the People.' 


THE 
LATEST 
LAWS CLASSIFIED. 


In the Summary of the Long Drawn- 
out Session of the Solons Will Be 
Found Propositions For Important 
Constitutional Amendments to Be 
Submitted to the Voters of Ohio 
sad Some Radical Changes In the 
Knitting Statutes. 


Columbus, O., May 13.—The 
Sev­ 
enty-fifth general assembly, one of the 
most remarkable sessions of the Ohio 
legislature, Is closed and remains now 
but a memory; 
a 
pleasant one to 
nome, bitter to many. The session has 
been a long drawn-out one, but the 
business it has .accomplished, 
while 
not varied, is perhaps the most import­ 
ant of any assembly in ihany years. 
Besides a general revision of all the 
statutes of the state, the seventy-fifth 
general assembly has elected a United 
States senator, changed the entire tax­ 
ation scheme of the state, placed a 
local option law upon 
the 
statute 
books, and submitted 
two 
proposi­ 
tions to the people of Ohio to amend 
their constitution. 
The plan of taxation which was ad­ 
vocated in the last state campaign was 
made a reality. While the new scheme 
makes a radical 
change 
in 
many 
ways, it remains yet to be seen wheth­ 
er or not the burden of taxation is 
really shifted from the shoulders of 
the farmer and small merchant or not. 
The general plan of both parties was 
to make the taxes upon small home 
owners as light as possible. 
To this 
end it was decided to place the burden 
of taxation for all state purposes upon 
the large corporations and the county 
and home taxes upon the county itself. 
To this end three bills were intro­ 
duced and enacted into 
laws: 
The 
Willis bill, the Cole bill and the John­ 
ston bill. The Willis bill provides that 
all corporations authorized under the 
laws of Ohio must file annually with 
the secretary of state a sworn state­ 
ment of all their property, debts and 
credits, and for this they are to pay 
to the state one-tenth of one per cent, 
upon their paid-up capital stock. 
It 
Is not known just what the revenue 
from this source will be to the state, 
but it is estimated 4hat it will be a 
way up in the millions. 
This much 
will be entirely new. 
The Cole bill extends the operation 
of the excise tax law to a larger field 
and includes telegraph and telephone 
companies, pipe line companies and 
all "quasi-public” corporations. The 
Johnston bill takes away 
from the 
counties the 
taxes 
paid 
upon the 
premiums of insurance companies and 
turns it into the treasury of the state. 
The receipts from this source to the 
state treasury is expected to be about 
$600,000. 
The result of these laws upon me 
state tax levy is a reduction from 2.89 
mills on the dollar to 1.30 mills. 
Of 
course the Johnston law will increase 
the county tax at different rates in 
different counties 
but it is expected 
that the ordinary small tax payer will 
have to pay less to his county treasur­ 
er next year than he 
has in many 
years. There are those of course, not 
In sympathy with the administration 
who see much fault with the plan. 
Just before adjournment, Monday, 
the senate, on the recommendation of 
the conference "committee, agreed to 
the house amendment to the Patter­ 
son redistricting bill, making Frank­ 
lin county a district unto ibsen:, and 
adding Fairfield county, which 
has 
been a part of the Twelfth, to Gen­ 
eral Grosvenor’s, the Eleventh. 
The secslon adopted two resolutions 
for the purpose of submitting proposi­ 
tions to the people to amend the state 
constitution. The first Is to give the 
governor the power of veto which is 
done in most of the different states, 
and the second is to give the legisla­ 
ture greater authority in the matter 
of taxation. It is proposed to have a 
uniform rate of taxation on the same 
class of subjects. 
The passage of the Longworth bill

provides a manner for bringing these 
matters to the attention of the peo­ 
ple.. It provides that In state conven­ 
tion, the political parties will adopt a 
principle of being for or against the 
proposed amendments and that this 
principal will then become a part of 
the state ticket. Then the voter who 
votes a "straight ticket” will vote for 
or against the amendment as his par­ 
ty has agreed. 
The fate of the canals hung for some 
time in the balances as at the opening 
of the session there was a prevailing 
demand to dispose of this state prop­ 
erty, sell the land to the 
railroads, 
drain the reservoirs, and use the land 
for agricultural purposes. 
The ques­ 
tion was agitated from center to cir­ 
cumference of the state however, and 
the result was a declaration that the 
canals should be dedicated as public 
parks. 
For years there has been agitation 
upon the local option question and one 
bill after another has been defeated 
until this year when the old local op­ 
tion meagre, this year known aa the 
Beal 
bill 
was 
passed, 
it 
was 
amended however, so that both 
the 
•aloon and anti-saloon elements 
ar* 
satisfied with its provisions. 
Under 
this law forty per cent, of the electors 
of a municipality may peUtlon for an 
election 9n the subject of the saloon 
and if a majority demand that there 
shall be no saloon within the munici­ 
pality, they must all close within thirty 
days. 
The same method can be fol­ 
lowed 
to 
re-establish 
the 
saloon. 
There is no provision made for 
the 
wholesale distribution of liquor, how­ 
ever, in "dry” towns, and the law does 
not apply 
to 
breweries in a "dry” 
town, where their product Is sold out­ 
side the city limits. 
Under the 
following departments 
all the important general laws passed 
by the seventy-fifth general assembly 
are given: 
The Judiciary. 
To provide for a service of sum­ 
mons upon infants 
under 
fourteen 
years of age through parents or guar­ 
dians. 
, 
To extend the lien laws of the state 
to apply to all kinds of oil property. 
Making new regulations for the tak­ 
ing of exceptions to decisions of may­ 
ors, justices of the peace or police 
courts. 
Requiring itemized cost bills in all 
criminal cases before they can be pre­ 
sented to the auditor. 
Requiring all the parties to a case 
in any court to 
be indexed, 
giving 
street and number if residonts of a 
city. 
Creating tho office of an additional 
stenographer for the supreme court. 
Giving the Ninth judicial district an 
official interpreter. 
Making four 
additional 
common 
pleas judges in Cuyahoga county. 
Giving villages regular police courts 
and providing for the appointment of 
police judges. 
To codify all the health lawr3 of the 
state. 
Giving prosecuting attorneys author­ 
ity to employ expert witnesses to tes­ 
tify before grand juries. 
To allow' common pleas judges not 
to exceed $150 for expenses when try­ 
ing cases outside their home counties. 
Increasing salaries of circuit judges 
of Fifth district, $100 per year each. 
Boards and Commissions.

Columbus, O., May 13.—The 
Sev­ 
enty-fifth general assembly, one or tne 
most remarkable sessions of the Ohio 
legislature, is closed and remains now 
but a memory; 
a 
pleasant one to 
some, bitter to many. The session has 
been a long drawn-out one, but the 
business it has .accomplished, 
while 
not varied, is perhaps the most import­ 
ant of any assembly in many years. 
Besides a general revision of all the 
statutes of the state, the seventy-fifth 
general assembly has elected a United 
States senator, changed the entire tax­ 
ation scheme of the state, placed a 
local option law 
upon 
the 
statute 
books, and submitted 
two 
proposi­ 
tions to the people of Ohio to amend 
their constitution. 
The plan of taxation which was ad­ 
vocated in the last state campaign was 
made a reality. While the new scheme 
makes a radical 
change 
in 
many 
ways, it remains yet to be seen wheth­ 
er or not the burden of taxation is 
really shifted from the shoulders of 
the farmer and small merchant or not. 
The general plan of both parties was 
to make the taxes upon small home 
owners as light as possible. 
To this 
end it was decided to place the burden 
of taxation for all state purposes upon 
the large corporations and the county 
and home taxes upon the county itself. 
To this end three bills were intro­ 
duced and enacted into 
laws: 
The 
Willis bill, the Cole bill and the John­ 
ston bill. The Willis bill provides that 
all corporations authorized under the 
laws of Ohio must file annually with 
the secretary of state a sworn state­ 
ment of all their property, debts and 
credits, and for this they are to pay 
to the state one-tenth of one per cent, 
upon their paid-up capital stock. 
It 
is not known just what the revenue 
from this source will be to the state, 
hut it is estimated 4hat it will be a 
way up in the millions. 
This much 
will be entirely new. 
The Cole bill extends the operation 
of the excise tax law to a larger field 
and includes telegraph and telephone 
companies, pipe line companies and 
all “quasi-public” 
corporations. 
The 
Johnston bill takes away 
from the 
counties the 
taxes 
paid 
upon 
the 
premiums of insurance companies and 
turns it into the treasury of the state. 
The receipts from this source to the 
state treasury is expected to be about 
$600,000. 
The result of these laws upon tne 
state tax levy is a reduction from 2.89 
mills on the dollar to 1.30 mills. 
Of 
course the Johnston law will increase 
the county tax at different rates in 
different counties 
but it is expected 
that the ordinary small tax payer will 
have to pay less to his county treasur­ 
er next year than he 
has in many 
years. There are those of course, not 
In sympathy with the administration 
who see much fault with the plan. 
Just before adjournment, Monday, 
the senate, on the recommendation of 
the conference ^committee, agreed to 
the house amendment to the Patter­ 
son redistricting bill, making Frank­ 
lin county a district unto itseii, and 
adding Fairfield county, which 
has 
been a part of the Twelfth, to Gen­ 
eral Grosvenor^, the Eleventh. 
The session adopted two resolutions 
for the purpose of submitting proposi­ 
tions to the people to amend the state 
constitution. The first is to give the 
governor the power of veto which is 
done in most of the different states, 
and the second is to give the legisla­ 
ture greater authority in the matter 
of taxation. 
It is proposed to have a 
uniform rate of taxation on the same 
class of subjects. 
The passage of the Longworth bill

A few days ago this paper published i 
the statem ent that the kilndrawers at 
the convention at Trenton 
had 
pre­ 
sented a reaolution asking the conven­ 
tion to increase 
their 
wages 
from 
$1.50 a day to $1.75. In the same reso­ 
lution it is said the statem ent 
was 
made that the kilndraw ers were 
the 
poorest paid workmen in any branch 
of tho pottery trade, and the Increase 
desired was within reason. 
Informa­ 
tion has reached this city to the effect 
that after the resolution was discussed' 
at length, the m atter was turned down, 
but by a very close vote. 
Another resolution which hail been 
considered is that presented by 
the 
saggermakers, in which it was asked 
that after July I the 
m anufacturers 
stand all the expense for the pugging 
of clay. 
Half of this expense is now 
borne by the saggerm akers. While the 
resolution was introduced what action 
was taken on it has not been announc­ 
ed. 
One of the most prom inent sag­ 
germ akers in the city said: 
"W hile it 
has been the custom for the sagger­ 
m akers to pay half the expense for 
puggging our clay, it is reasonable to 
believe that we profit by doing so. As 
an illustration, I may say that lf the 
firm did all the work in this respect It 
would have a perfect right to place 
any one In charge of such work as it 
saw fit. 
If the clay was not right the 
saggerm akers would be the losers and 
they would have, in my judgment, no 
right to enter a complaint. 
If 
the 
m atter is allowed to remain as at pres­ 
ent we know all about our clay, and 
if it is not right there is no one. to 
blame except those who mix it.” Some 
of the sagggermaker8 are In favor of 
having the 
manufac turers 
do 
this 
work, while others are satisfied to al­ 
low the m atter to remain as it is.

bring suit in tneir own names to col­ 
lect taxes on real estate in the same 
manner as mortgages are foreclosed 
in common pleas court. 
Requiring county commissioners to 
care for the graves of Confederates as 
well as Union soldiers and sailors ip 
cemeteries used exclusively as such 
burial grounds. 
Requiring 
the 
referendum before 
county 
commissioners

expend 
more than $10,000 for the erection or 
improvement of county buildings. 
Authorizing counties to build me­ 
morial buildings to soldiers and pris­ 
oners.

Administration's Scheme to Readjust 


Burdens on the People. 


THE 
LATEST 
LAWS 
CLASSIFIED. 


In the Sum mary of the Long Draw n 
out Session of the Solons W ill Be 
Found Propositions For Important 
C onstitutional Amendm ents to Be 
Subm itted to the Voters o f Ohio 
Mid Some R adical Changes In the 
E xistin g Statutes. 


Columbus, O., May 13.—The 
Sev­ 


enty-fifth general assembly, one or tne 
m ost rem arkable sessions of the Ohio 
* 
legislature, is closed and rem ains now 
but a mem ory; 
a 
pleasant one to 
acme, bitter to many. The session has 
been a long drawn-out one, but the 
business it has .accomplished, 
while 
not varied, is perhaps the most im port­ 
a n t of any assembly in many years. 
Besides a general revision of all the 
sta tu te s of the state, the seventy-fifth 
general assem bly has elected a United 
States senator, changed the entire tax­ 
ation scheme of the state, placed a 
local option law 
upon 
the 
statute 
books, and submitted 
two 
proposi­ 
tions to the people of Ohio to amend 
their constitution. 
The plan of taxation which was ad 
vocated in the last state campaign was 
m ade a reality. While the new scheme 
m akes a radical 
change 
in 
many 
ways, it rem ains yet to be seen wheth 
er or not the burden of taxation is 
really shifted from the shoulders of 
the farm er and small m erchant or not. 
T he general plan of both parties was 
to make the taxes upon small home 
owners as light as possible. 
To this 
end it was decided to place the burden 
of taxation for all state purposes upon 
the large corporations and the county 
and home taxes upon the county itself. 
To this end three bills were intro­ 
duced and enacted into 
laws: 
The 
Willis bill, the Cole bill and the John­ 
ston bill. The Willis bill provides that 
all corporations authorized under the 
laws of Ohio m ust file annually with 
the secretary of state a sworn sta te ­ 
m en t of all their property, debts and 
credits, and for this they are to pay 
to the state one-tenth of one per cent, 
upon their paid-up capital stock. 
It 
is not known just what the revenue 
from this source will be to the state, 
but it is estim ated shat it will bo a 
way up in the millions. 
This much 
will be entirely new. 
Th*' Cole bill extends the operation 
o f the excise tax law to a larger field 
and includes telegraph and telephone 
com panies, pipe line companies and 
all “quasi-public” 
corporations. 
The 
Johnston bill takes away 
from the 
counties the 
taxes 
paid 
upon 
the 
prem ium s of insurance companies and 
tu rn s it into the treasury of the state. 
T h e receipts from this source to the 
s ta te treasury is expected to be about 
$600,000. 
The result of these laws upon me 
state tax levy is a reduction from 2.89 
mills on the dollar to 1.30 mills. 
Of 
course the Johnston law will increase 
the county tax a t different rates in 
different counties 
but it is expected 
that the ordinary small tax payer will 
have to pay less to his county treasu r­ 
er next y ear than he 
has in many 
year*. 
There are those of course, not 
In sym pathy with the adm inistration 
who see much fault with the plan 
Just before adjournm ent, Monday, 
th e senate, on the recommendation of 
the conference committee, agreed to 
the house am endm ent to the Patter­ 
son redistricting bill, making F ran k ­ 
lin county a district unto ltxeu, and 
adding Fairfield county, which 
has 
been a part of the Twelfth, to Gen­ 
eral Grosvenor'®, the Eleventh. 
The session adopted two resolutions 
for the purpose of subm itting proposi­ 
tions to the people to am end the state 
constitution. 
The first is to give the 
governor the power of veto which is 
done in m ost of the different states, 
and the second is to give the legisla­ 
ture greater authority in the m atter 
of taxation. 
It is proposed to have a 
uniform rate of taxation on the same 
class of subjects. 
The passage of the Longworth bill

provides a m anner for bringing these 
m atters to the attention of the peo­ 
ple.. It provides th at in state conven­ 
tion, the political parties will adopt a 
principle of being for or against the 
proposed am endm ents and that this 
principal will then become a part of 
the state ticket. 
Then the voter who 
votes a “straight ticket” will vote for 
or against the am endm ent as his par 
ty has agreed 
The fate of the canals hung for some 
tim e in the balances as at the opening 
of the session there was a prevailing 
demand to dispose of this state prop 
erty, sell the land to the 
railroads 
drain the reservoirs, and use the land 
for agricultural purposes. 
The ques 
tion was agitated from center to cir 
cum ference of the state however, and 
the result was a declaration that the 
canals should be dedicated as public 
parks. 
For years there has been agitation 
upon the local option question and one 
bill after another has been defeated 
until this year when the old local op­ 
tion m e a g r e , this year known as the 
Beal 
bill 
was 
passed, 
it 
was 
amended however, so that both 
the 
saloon and anti saloon elements 
ar® 
satisfied with its 
provisions. 
Under 
this law forty per cent, of the electors 
of a municipality may petition for an 
election 911 the subject of the saloon 
and if a m ajority demand th a t there 
shall be no saloon within the munici­ 
pality, they must all close within thirty 
days. 
The sam e method can be fol­ 
lowed 
to 
re-establish 
the 
saloon. 
There Is no provision made for 
the 
wholesale distribution of liquor, how­ 
ever, in “dry” towns, and the law does 
not apply 
to 
breweries in a “dry" 
town, where their product is sold out­ 
side the city limits. 
Under the

by the seventy-fifth general assembly 
are given: 
The Judiciary. 
To provide for a service of sum ­ 
mons upon infants 
under 
fourteen 
years of age through parents or guar­ 
dians.

Making new regulations for the ta k ­ 
ing of exceptions to decisions of may­ 
ors, justices of the peace or police 
courts. 
Requiring itemized cost bills in all 
criminal cases before they can be pre­ 
sented to the auditor. 
Requiring all the parties to a case 
in any court to 
be indexed, 
giving 
street and number if residonts of a 
city. 
Creating tho office of an additional 
stenographer for the suprem e court. 
Giving the Ninth judicial district an 
official interpreter. 
Making 
four 
additional 
common 
pleas Judges in Cuyahoga county. 
Giving villages regular police courts 
and providing for the appointm ent of 
police judges 
To codify all the health laws of the 
state. 
Giving prosecuting attorneys author­ 
ity to employ expert witnesses to tes­ 
tify before grand Juries. 
To allow common pleas Judges not 
to exceed $150 for expenses when try­ 
ing cases outside their home counties.
